FIRE LOSS LOWEST
IN TWENTY YEARS,

149 Alarms and Total Loss of $9,139.71
Chief Stanton Urges Motor-App- s

ratus.

The annual report of Howard: L.
Stanton, chief of the Norwich Fire de
partment for the year ending June
30, 1812, shows a permanent force of
22 men, a call force numbering 32,
and 50 volunteers, a total working
force of 104. The department respond-
ed to 149 alarms, 18 less than the pre-
ceding year. Of this number there
were thirty hells, eighty telephone,
and thirty-nin- e still alarms. There-wer-

no second or general ajurms.
Four alarms were received for tires

outside of the city limits. The chief
account for the very small loss In
proportion to the number uf alarms by
tha automobile combination chemical
which has enabled the department to
make a quick response during the
time it has been in service. The to-

tal loss for the year was $9,319.71, the
smallest in 10 years, about $70,000 less
tha nthe previous year. Of the causefs
of tires nd alarms seven were for
brush tires, 12 for children playing

.with matches and 48 for chimney tires.
Cagarettes caused 5 and cigars 2,

and grass tires ti.

Total Risk $247,025.
The total at risk, buildings and con-

tents was $247,025. Total insurance on
buildings and contents $159,650.

Regarding the automobile, chief
Stanton tinds that the cost per day
for 110 days including demons) ru Una,
was 18 1- cents. The cost of main
tenance of a team of horses for the.
same number of days is 81S0.

The chief's recommendations aro as
follows:
West Thames Street Station Needed.

Many things are needed in the de-

partment that would add to its ef-

ficiency but the amount of money ap
propriated will not allow the im-

provements to be made. The station
at West Thames street, now vacant,
should be put in condition, and a piece
of motor driven apparatus purchased
and located therein. This is largely a
residence section but there are also
several valuable industries located at.
Thamesville that should have better
tire protection. More lire alarm boxes
are needed ill different sections of iho
city. Also more hydrants should be
set in different sections as the dis-
tance spaced is too great to reach
certain risks without using long lines
of hose.

Mori Motor Driven Apparatus.
It would be In the line of economy

adn progress to purchase more motor
driven fire apparatus, disputing more
horses, as the automobile now in serv-
ice has proven its value though in
service but four months. 1 earnestly
recommend that the water mains in
Water, Shetucket end Commerce
streets be increased in size as this is
a wholesale and hazardous tiisirict
and where most of the combustibles
are stored. The six mains now in
service are not adequate to give the
necessary tire flow.

AUDITOR'S REPORT ON

G. & E. DEPARTMENT.

Shows Nit Earnings of Pist Eight
Yiars to Be $213,528.44.

Among the items included in the re-
port of William C. Newell, auditor for
the finance committee, presented at
the August meeting of the common
council, is the following statement of
the financial conduct of the (las and
Electrical department for the past
eight years, July, 1904, to May 1,
1912:

In 1904 for the equity of redemp-
tion the city issued bonds to the
amount of $227,000, and improvement
bonds to the amount of $60,000. For
improvements, extensions and addi-
tions there have been appropriated
from loans $52,000. The Interest on
the sinking fund amounts to $4,836.36,
and the cash received from all other
sources and paid into the city treas-
ury during this period amounts to
$1,120,605.73, making a total to be ac-
counted for of $1,470,442.03.

This sum of $1,470,442.09 is account-
ed for as follows: Paid for the equity
of redemption, $227,090; paid for Im-

provements, extensions and additions
from proceeds of the saleo f bonds and
the loans, $112,000; paid for improve-
ments, extensions and additions from
the earnings of the plant paid into
the city treasury and appropriated for
this purpose, $87,080.04. Total eosfs of
improvements. $199,080.04. Withdrawn
from the sinking fund by vote of the
court of common' council to pay loans,
$37,000; interest on $400,600 mortgage
bonds, $160,000; maintenance, current,
merchandise, supplies, salaries, pay-
rolls, sinking fund and depreciation,
$757,913.65. Total, $1,889,993.63. Ap-
parent net earnings, $89,448.40. Total,
$1,470,442.09.

Of the amount paid out for Improve-
ments, extensions and additions. 4,

there Is still outstanding
(bonds $60,000, coty note $15.0t'0, $75,-00- 0.

The difference, $124,080.04, was
paid out of the earnings. It would
seem only Just that this amount
should be added to the earnings as
shown above, $89,448.40, showing lli.i
apparent net earnings for this period
to be $213.5,28.44. The book value of
the plant May 15, 1912. would appear
to be: Original cost of equity, $227,-00- 0;

nmprovements, extensions and
additions, $199,080.04; total, $426,-080.0- 4.

The earnings of the plant have paid
the whole rost of maintenance, a large
portion of the improvements, exten-
sions and additions, the Interest on
$400,000 of mortgage bonds, sinking
fund and reserve.

The report shows the apparent net
